IN STATE TO ONE YEAR 


Another Bill By Senator CotiUo, 


Is Aimed at Hoarding *»d

fies and he may bs ramaved by the 
governor. 
Th» mtMUT* a!i» Is In- 


tend «d to provide tnat the council 
shall have authority to prevent hoard- 
Ing and profiteering in foods, fuel and. 
Ico and that It may, when necessary. j 
fix the margin of proflt that may ba 
charged by selling or for storing food, 
fuel or Ice. 


The other bill is designed to Jtrrttnd 


the public health law by prohibiting 
the keeping of food in cold storage for 
more than one year. There is such a 
provision in the present law, but ow- 
ing to a legal technicality the farms 
and markets council holds that thU 
applies only to public warehouse men. 
The Cotillo bill is Intended to mak« 
the one year storage limit apply to all 
refrigerating plants.

Ju connection ivlth the Bolshevist gov- 
crnmuut in Jtu.si.i;i is that Luiiine con- 
tinues in Us leadership though prac- 
tically all the policies which in tilt 
beginning he uilirincd have brolcun 
down, 
lie now rucognizos 
private 


ownership o£ |iroi»Tly, he promises 
to j,rottct capital, he permits what he 
once denounced as wage slaveiy, he 
appoints th<' ollicers of his army and 
gives them a light to Inflict the death 
penalty, he offers fat concessions to 
I'-V'loiters. All these things are in flat 
contradiction to the earlier policies of 
his .-I'Jniinlstrali'ju. yet ha continues 
power, and UK: communists 
whose 


policies he .appeals largely to ha\« 
abandoned, stiiml by him in, his work. 


Altogether the history of the Lcnine 


government 
appears riot 
to differ 


jfrtatly from that of other usurping 
governments in other lands. No mat- 
ter how or by whom elevated to place, 
or what the original promises and pol- 
icies, actiml ruli'rshlp confers a steady- 
ing power; the dliiiculty of carrying 
out pledges is nioro fully understood, 
there is delay, and concession and con- 
cilia tiou follow.

TO THE PUBLIC:

Possession 
of the property is immediate, but Mr. 
Keyes, in an interview yesterday, stat- 
ed that he bought the property as an 
investment, and that his plane for the 
future have not 
been formulated. 


While the exact figures have not been 
given, it is understood that the(trnns- 
action was a fortunate "buy" for Mr. 
Keyes. 


The hotel was built about 
1865, 


Broad street having been opened from 
Mam to the Albany and Susquehanna 
railroad station, the road being at that 
time in process of constructioivand in 
fact having reached Oi.eonta in Au- 
gust of that year. The original own- 
er was David J. i'ager esq., and the 
building was put up Uy Hiratn Brewer 
as contractor. The first landlord was 
John Tice, who was its proprietor for 
several years, the 
inn 
being then 


known as the Eagle hotel. It was the 
first hotel built in Oneonta following 
the two older ones, the Lewis 
and 


Susquehanna houses, situated on op- 
posite corners of Mam and Chestnut 
streets, both long ago supplanted by 
the Baird and Stanton blocks. Tice, 
the first landlord, was a farmer on 
the George W. Ernst farm, his home 
being on Maple street about where the 
residence of A. S. Morris is now lo- 
cated. 


There are understood to ha\e been 


some changes of proprietorship, but 
in 1869 it was purchased by Leonard 
Hathaway, who. in 1ST", enlarged and 
improved it ami changed its name to 
the Hathaway house, which name it 
still bears. The original building was 
only two stories in height, but Mr. 
Hathaway put on tho 
present fiat 


roof and third story and extended the 
building itself on Prospect street. Mr. 
Hathaway was succeeded in the man- 
agement of the hotel by William M. 
Bronk, who was in charge for several 
yerrs. Later it was purchased b\ El- 
vin D. Easton, who had conducted a 
hotel on Main street, and he contin- 
ued in ownership and 
management 


until his death. Since that time there 
have been several changes in proprie- 
torship, and the title of the property 
itself finally became vestcjfi solely in 
Mrs. Eells, a sister of Mr. Easton. The

Klsewhere in this issue appears a 


statement from the Southern New 
York Power and Railway corporation 
In which announcement 1» made that 
the company will seek the approval of 
the Public Service commission of an 
increase in the frre on the city lines 
from live to seven cents, and in which 
tho company maker statements calcu- 
lated to show why the increase is ask- 
ed and why it Is essential ir order to 
maintain good and efficient service. 
The company alms to inform the pub- 
lic of the impossibility to provide good 
service with the notable Increase of 
all expenses without some provision 
for additional revenue. 


This would scarcely sesm necessary 


in view of the fact tht all know that 
costs of operations and material have 
been constantly mounting and that, 
while the rates on the main line have 
increased, no advance has been made 
in this city. While It is quite the cus- 
tom to Insist that corporations ghou'd 
continue to g'X'e the same service and 
at no increase in price, all citizens of 
this city inclined to be fair minded 
and believing in the principle of a 
square deal for all wi'l admit that 
the trolley company has no sinecure 
either in city or country lines and that 
the increase asked probably is justified 
under th" conditions. 


It win finite generally be agreed 


that the seven-cent fare now asked 
will provide less in the way of material 
and labor than the five-lent faro has 
during the years that Is has prevail- 
ed. The problems of all public service 
corporations have increased and pro- 
bably none of them have been operat- 
ed in recent vears upon a narrower 
margin that the trolley company, so 
that the claim of the company that 
the increase is not only justified but 
absolutely es.=entia' if service is to be 
given seems warranted by the facts. 
Certain it Is that the city wants the 
service and no reasonable citizen can 
expect it to be given at the prices 
prevailing before the present era of 
increased cost. A perusal of the com- 
pany's statement Is commended to all 
residents of lhe city.
